New Orleans, July 29.— Although the 
unofficial reports made public Friday 
showed a larger number of deaths than 
Thursday, when there were only two, 
and the appearance of a num ber of 
new cases, the men of science who 
are warring against the yellow fever 
plague ended the d a y ’s labors confi­ 
dent that the situation was well In 
hand, and with no immediate prospects 
of becoming alarming. 
F rid a y ’s off- 
elal report of T h u rsd a y ’s progress of 
the disease shows that the entire sec­ 
tion above Canal street was free from 
a single new case, and that the fever 
was only spreading in the poorer habi­ 
tations of the down town section, with 
new cases isolated except in the heart 
of the French quarter. 
The health 
authorities continue to hold also th a t 
the plague remains an Italian infec­ 
tion. all but two of the twenty-six cases 
reported Friday being of that national­ 
ity. 
Almost without exception since 
the beginning of the fever, those who 
have fallen victims 
to the disease 
have bf en of the poorer classes of the 
population, many of them not long res­ 
iduum of the United States and th e re ­ 
fore 
unacclimated. 
Frid ay ’s 
deaths 
were principally of Italians. 
Tn two 
or more c a s e s in the past few days 
deaths have been reported of persons 
who were only reported the day previ­ 
o us l y as having taken the fever. These 
have bern concealed cases which the 
emergency officials with the assistance 
of the surgeons have disclosed. 


Mortality Will Be High. 


The first death in the em ergency 
ac spital occurred Friday. 
The hospi­ 
tal was opened Thursday with t h i r ­ 
t y n r a s e s and an equal num ber was 
nd< od Friday. 
Into the hospital are 
being sent the worst cases of unfor­ 
tunates found 
without 
comforts or 
medical attention at their homes. 
It 
im therefore expected that the m ortal­ 
ity in this direction will be unusually 
high. 
A num ber of cases reported Friday 
w u e above Canal street. 
One under 
observation is that of a nurse who 
had rendered heroic service in nursing 
the unfortunates iii the heart of the 
infected French m arket district. 
Dur­ 
ing her employment, she was bitten 
by mosquitoes and 
apparently 
con­ 
tracted the disease. 
T he other cases 
have also been traced to the original 
infection and the authorities say th a t 
they have not yet received reports 
of any cases that were not thus tra c e ­ 
able as was reported from Tampa, Fla., 
and those reported at several points 
in Louisiana parishes. 
The state board of health met F ri­ 
day and flnanally ordered a quarantine 
of the state against the city.

was granted a reprieve Friday a fter­ 
noon until Aug. 25 by Governor De­ 
nt en. 
The stay of execution followed 
hours of anxiety on the part of Hoch, 
who bad never given up hope and was 
allowed by the governor only a fter the 
latter had been assured th a t the ne­ 
cessary sum to appeal the case had 
been raised. 
T h e amount, $500, was 
given by an atto rn ey and friend of 
H o e h ’s counsel. T h e a t torney declared 
ho was a c tu a te d by purely h u m a n i­ 
ta rian motives. 
An incident at the jail during the 
preparations for the execution was the 
appearance of a physician and a wom­ 
an who told Jailer W hitman th a t they 
wanted to help in Hoeh’s battle for life. 
T hey said 'I c y wished to raise funds 
for the condemned man and asked Jail­ 
er W hitman to delay the hanging as

uos-ible 
Hoeh’s 
attorney,
